Since  1948  when  Dr.  Ellis  Fuller 
and  I,  as  tourists,  sat  in  on  sever¬ 
al  sessions  of  the  organizational 
meeting  of  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  at  Amsterdam,  Holland,

(Continued  from  Face  One) 
adventure.  It’s  in  the  blood  of  the 
Norsemen  as  of  yore  and  today. 
Such  a  service  was  not  made 

without  sacrifice,  it  took  these 

brave  men  from  their  homes  _ 

from  wife  and  dear  ooes.  Roald 
Amundson  spent  years  on  his  long 
polar  voyages.  CapUin  Hansen 
had  breakfast  with  his  family  the 
three  hours  our  boat  was  docked 
In  his  town  of  Stavanger. 

So  to  understand  the  home  life 
of  Norway  one  must  realise  that 
the  three  million  souls  on  these 
mountains-that-meet-the-sea  have 

been  greatly  influenced  by  the  call 
of  the  waves. 

These  great  people  have  done 
another  distinctive  thing.  They 
have  pioneered  in  cooperative  eco¬ 
nomic  enterprises,  dating  back  a 
full  hundred  years.  Today  the  na¬ 
tion  is  blanketed  with  a  network  of 
cooperatives,  formed  for  the  com¬ 
mon  interest,  first  in  consumers 
goods  and  now  of  late  for  produc¬ 
tion. 

It  seems  that  Norwegians  are 
not  anxious  to  exploit  one  another, 
but  that  they  recognise  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  mutual  benefit  and  of  living 
together  cooperatively,  in  the  fami¬ 
ly,  as  a  nation,  and  in  the  world. 

The  state  church  influence  seems 
to  have  had  an  enervating  effect 
on  religion.  There  are  varying  re¬ 
ports  on  church  attendance,  from 
1  per  cent  to  9  per  cent,  but  evi- 
Ldently  it  is  low,  and  certainly  the 
y idea  of  mandatory  adherence  to  a 
religious  establishment  has  not 
brought  spiritual  virility. 

It  is  significant,  however,  to  note 
•>*  argument  as  expressed  by  a 
college  professor,  Martin  Strom- 
ness,  of  the  teachers  college  at 
Troodbeim,  who  also  was  returning 
from  America.  His  feeling  was 
that  children,  even  in  birth,  need 
a  positive  guidance,  a  control  to 
put  them  in  the  church,  even  as 
Jesus  wanted  them  to  be  brought 
to  him. 

The  professor  was  amazed  at  the 
Idea  that  a  child  of  ten  or  twelve 
should  make  an  independent  deci¬ 
sion  of  a  religious  nature. 

But  in  Norway  many  are  so  do¬ 
ing,  both  young  and  old.  The  so- 
called  “free  churches”  have  120,- 
000  members  —  including  some  7, 
400  of  our  own  Baptist  faith.  Here 
In  Oslo  the  Baptist  Seminary  is  the 
only  free  church  seminary  in  Nor¬ 
way.  Sixty-four  Baptist  churches 
are  preaching  the  simple  but  woo 
derful  faith  which  we  find  in  the 
New  Testament.  Secretary  of  the 
Norwegian  Baptist  Union  is  the 
able  and  evangelistic  Rev.  S.  Arak 
Kristiansen.

ference. 

I  have  just  returned  from  spend¬ 
ing  four  days  in  Tollose,  Denmark, 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Baptist  World 
Alliance  Executive  Committee, 
serving  as  a  member  of  a  special 
committee  studying  the  doctrine  of 
the  church.  I  was  impressed  not 
so  much  by  the  differences  and 
agreements  among  Baptists  on  the 
doctrine  of  the  church,  as  by  the 
wide  variation  in  the  amount  of 
serious  thinking  given  to  the  sub¬ 
ject.  Representatives  from  some 
Baptist  conventions  were  well  able 
to  follow  in  the  footsteps  of  Dr. 
tampcy.  At  Lund  or  anywhere  else  ( 


•bey  could  have  made  a  clear, 
concise,  convincing  statement  of 
their  position  as  Baptists.  The 
minds  of  others  were  bound  by 
cliches  and  confusion. 

Southern  Baptists  are  going  to  be 
left  in  a  theological  eddy  unless 
they  quickly  devote  themselves  to 
a  fresh  study  of  the  doctrine  of 
the  church.  I  think  I  may  claim 
to  have  had  some  influence  in  the 
decision  of  Southern  Baptists  to  at¬ 
tempt  to  indoctrinate  our  people  in 
the  year  1952  with  our  beliefs  about 
the  church.  The  time  has  come, 
however,  for  us  to  go  beyond  that. 
The  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
should  appoint  a  commission  of  its 


best  theologians  to  prepare  a  state¬ 
ment  on  the  doctrine  of  the  church 
in  the  light  of  the  thinking  of  our 
day. 

The  statement  of  this  commis¬ 
sion  need  not  have  any  approval  or 
disapproval  by  the  Convention.  It 
will  have  no  creedal  dualities.  The 
publication  of  the  statement,  how¬ 
ever,  will  work  like  leaven  in  the 
theological  lump.  It  will  no  doubt 
provoke  vigorous  dissent,  but  the 
carefully  thought  out  dissent  will 
contribute  to  our  thinking 

If  the  ecumenical  movement,  as 
now  organized,  does  not  crash  on 
the  doctrine  of  the  church,  we 


Southern  Baptists  will  have  to  be 
able  to  maintain  our  position  with 
dear  statements  of  what  we  Pad 
in  the  Word  of  God.  If  a  theological 
commission  (with  a  definitely  lim¬ 
ited  life)  is  not  the  answer,  what 
do  you  suggest?

Pastors  Don’t  Strike 

A  few  weeks  ago  the  steel  strike 
was  settled  by  granting  an  increase 
in  wages.  Ijite  news  dispatches  in¬ 
dicate  that  part,  if  not  all,  of  the 
coal  mines  will  avoid  a  strike  by 
granting  an  increase  in  wages. 

According  to  a  recent  Associ¬ 
ated  Press  dispatch.  “The  coat  of 
living  as  measured  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  increase  to  set  another  new 
record  in  mid-August. 

“It  was  the  third  month  in  a 
row  that  a  new  high  had  been 
reached  by  the  cost  of  living  in¬ 
dex  computed  by  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics.” 

We  call  these  items  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  churches  and  their 
budget  committees  as  they  make 
up  their  budgets  for  the  coming 
year. 

Pastors  have  no  union  and  can¬ 
not,  nor  would  they  want  to  strike, 
but  they  are  entitled  to,  at  least, 
a  cost  of  living  increase  in  salary. 
One  dollar  today  will  not  buy  as 
much  as  it  would  one  year  ago.

"Solomon  gathered  togeth¬ 
er  chariots  and  horsemen:  and  he 
had  a  thousand  and  four  hundred 
chariots,  and  twelve  thousand 
horsemen,  that  he  bestowed  in  the 
chariot  cities,  and  with  the  king 
at  Jerusalem".  This  no  doubt  rep¬ 
resents  but  a  fraction  of  what  he 
could  have  put  into  the  field,  had 
there  been  occasion,  but  his  reign 
was  an  era  of  peace,  and  the  fig¬ 
ures  as  to  his  military  strength 
represent  his  skeleton,  peace-time 
army. 

There  is  evidence  for  the  belief 
that  Solomon's  ships  sailed  from 
tyre  west  through  the  strait  of 
Gibraltar  around  the  continent  of 
Africa  to  Ezion-Geber,  on  the 
shore  of  the  Red  Sea.  Hera  wore 
Solomon's  iron  and  copper  smel¬ 
teries,  where  the  rich  Arabian  iron 
and  copper  ores  were  brought  to 
the  west  through  the  strait  of 
os  of  Ezion-Geber. 

Solomon’s  reign  of  40  years  was  a 
long  reign  of  peace,  during  which 
Israel  waxed  rich  beyond  any 
other  country  in  the  world.  Take  a 
glance  at  the  king’s  establishment: 
“Solomon’s  provision  for  one  day 
was  thirty  measures  of  fine  flour, 
and  three-score  measures  of  meal. 
Ten  fat  oxen  out  of  the  pastures, 
and  a  hundred  sheep,  besides  harts 
and  gazelles,  and  roebucks  and  fat¬ 
ted  fowls.  For  he  had  dominion 
over  all  the  region  on  this  side  the 
River,  from  Tiphsah  even  to  Gaza, 
over  aD  the  kings  on  this  side  the 
River:  and  be  had  peace  on  all 
sides  round  about  him.  And  Judah 
and  Israel  dwelt  safely,  every  man 
under  his  vine  and  under  his  fig- 
tree,  from  Dan  to  Beer-sheba,  all 
the  days  of  Solomon”.  So  runs  the 
tale  of  the  wealth  and  household  of 
the  king.  “King  Solomon  exceeded 
all  the  kings  of  the  earth  in  rich

At  the  midyear  session  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  meeting  at 
Ridgecrest,  North  Carolina,  Au¬ 
gust  15-16,  1952,  steps  were  taken 
to  enlarge  the  scope  of  service  of 
the  Home  Mission  Board.  Good  at¬ 
tendance  and  unusual  interest 
characterized  the  Board  meeting. 

Church  Building  Loan  Fund 
To  Ba  Enlarged 

W.  A.  Criswell,  of  Texas,  made  a 
stirring  appeal  for  help  in  build¬ 
ing  meeting-houses  in  the  West.  A 
similar  need  was  felt  for  frontier 
areas  elsewhere.  The  challenge  of 
Baltimore  and  Washington,  D.  C. 
was  considered.  It  was  generally 
agreed  that  there  was  an  immedi¬ 
ate  demand  which  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  ought  to  face.  Churcli  build¬ 
ings  are  needed  to  encourage  new 
congregations  and  to  advance  Bap¬ 
tist  work  throughout  the  Conven¬ 
tion. 

The  particular  need  of  the  West 
has  stirred  Texas  Baptists  to  an 
endeavor  to  raise  a  million  dollars 
in  connection  with  the  state  mis¬ 
sion  offering  in  September  to  go 
to  this  cause.  There  is  interest  in 
other  sections. 

The  Home  Mission  Board’s  ac¬ 
tion  is  to  be  presented  to  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  and  to  the  an¬ 
nual  session  of  the  Convention  in 
Houston  in  the  hope  that  Southern 
Baptists  will  provide  the  Board 
with  enough  money  to  lend  to  new 
churches  to  encourage  them  in 
their  growth.  The  goal  has  been 
set  for  the  over  all  total  of  ten 
million  dollars.  Already  the  Board 
has  nearly  three  million  dollars 
available  for  church  loans.  This 
includes  $500,000.00  borrowed  from 
banks,  $440,000.00  placed  in  emer¬ 
gency  loan  funds  out  of  the  Board’s 
income  in  recent  years,  and  the 
Church  Building  Loan  (Trust) 
Fund  of  $1  800,000.00. 

Student  Union  Work 
Among  Negroes 

The  Board  also  voted  to  start 
Baptist  Student  Union  work  in  con¬ 
nection  with  Negro  colleges  at  an 
early  date.  Negro  conventions  and 
the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
will  co  operate  wjth  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  in  the  promotion  of  this 
work. 

Work  Among  Juvenile 
Delinquents 

At  its  midyear  meeting  the 
Home  Mission  Board  voted  to  en¬ 
large  its  ministry  to  juvenile  delin¬ 
quents  a«  soon  as  satisfactory  ar¬ 
rangements  can  be  made  for  such 
enlargement.  The  Department  of 
Co-operative  Missions  has  been 
carrying  on  a  limited  program  but 
there  will  be  definite  enlargement 
and  extension  of  the  service.

The  Panola  County  Association, 
in  its  annual  meeting  Sept.  18-19, 
took  a  forward  and  progressive 
step  in  adopting  its  evangelism 
report 

The  report  began  by  stressing 
that  evangelism  is  our  main  con¬ 
cern  and  that  baptisms  for  1951 
were  286  as  compared  to  158  in 
1950. 

Following  closely  the  association 
adopted  the  report  which  called 
for  a  simultaneous  crusade  each 
year  in  the  association  and  set 
the  dates  not  only  for  the  Crusade 
in  1953  but  also  for  the  one  in  1954. 

The  1953  date  will  be  March  22- 
29  and  the  1954  time  will  be  March 
28-April  4.  Both  crusades  call  for 
full  8-day  meetings  in  every 
church. 

Other  recommendations  adopted 
were: 

That  an  associational  evangelis¬ 
tic  conference  be  held  each  year 
soon  after  the  State  Evangelistic 
Conference  with  each  church  to 
have  its  Evangelism  Church  Coun¬ 
cil  present.
